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MARKET  REVIEW 


Sales  of  sugar  by  all  primary  distributors  through  April  11 
totaled  2,832,000  short  tons,  raw  value,  according  to  preliminary 
reports.  This  was  about  326,000  tons  more  than  during  the  compar- 
able period  of  1969  and  250  ,000  tons  more  than  during  the  same  period 
of  1968.  Taking  into  account  constructive  marketings  —  which  at  year- 
end  1968  totaled  217,000  tons  compared  with  40,000  tons  at  year-end 
1969  physical  deliveries  in  1970,  to  date,  have  been  respectively 
about  149,000  tons  and  279,000  tons  larger  than  during  the  com- 
parable periods  of  1969  and  1968. 

Reported  deliveries  of  refined  sugar  by  states  during  the  period 
January-February  1970  were  23  percent  larger  than  deliveries  during 
these  two  months  last  year.  Increases  occurred  in  all  five  of  the 
geographic  regions.  The  western  region  had  the  largest  increase 
45.0  percent—followed  by  the  north  Central  region  with  43.0  percent, 
the  South,  9.4  percent,  the  mid- Atlantic ,  8.3  percent  and  New 
England,  7.9  percent.  As  is  apparent,  constructive  marketings  had 
been  largest  in  the  west  and  north  Central  regions. 

Individually,  42  states  had  increased  deliveries  of  sugar  as 
compared  with  last  year;  two  states  had  about  the  same  deliveries  and 
six  received  less  sugar.  Fourteen  states  received  over  100,000 
hundredweight  more  sugar  in  January-February  1970  than  in  these 
months  of  1969.  Illinois  had  the  largest  increase--  up  1,377,000 
hundredweight  --  followed  by  California  where  receipts  increased  by 
869,000  hundredweight.  Of  those  states  receiving  less  sugar,  the 
declines  ranged  from  28,000  hundredweight  in  Alabama  to  2,000 
hundredweight  in  Vermont. 

Inventories  of  raw  and  refined  sugar  reported  on  hand  by  all 
primary  distributors  as'  of  March  28,  1970  totaled  2,679,000  short 
tons,  raw  value,  according  to  preliminary  reports.  This  was  about 
149,000  tons  less  than  at  the  end  of  February  and  59,000  tons  less 
than  at  the  end  of  March  a  year  ago.     Beet     processors'  stocks  of 

l_/  Sold  before  year's  end  but  physically  delivered  in  first  two 
months   of  following  year. 
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1,  553,000  tons  were  154,000  tons  less  than  a  month  earlier  and  60,000 
tons  less  than  a  year  earlier.  Cane  sugar  refiners'  stocks  of  raw  and 
refined  sugar  were  reported  as  768,000  tons  on  March  28,  up  from 
671,000  tons  a  month  earlier  and  up  60,000  tons  from  the  end  of 
March  last  year. 


During  the  period  under  review,  there  were  several  announced 
changes  in  the  quoted  wholesale  price  for  refined  sugar  sold  in  the 
basis  pack- - 100 -pound  paper  bags. 

A  beet  sugar  processor  in  the  Pacific  Coast  region  on  March 
27  announced  an  increase  of  .20  cent  per  pound,  from  10.50  cents 
to  10.70  cents,  for  sugar  sold  in  100-pound  paper  bags,  effective 
March  30,  1970.  Provision  was  made,  however,  to  continue- accept- 
ing orders  at  the  pre-announcement  prices  through  April  10,  1970. 
On  March  31  ,  the  cane  sugar  refiner  on  the  West  Coast  followed 
with  an  announcement  of  similar  increases  in  prices  for  the  West 
Coast  region  and  in  addition  extended  the  .20  cent  per  pound  increase 
in  the  100 -pound  bag  price  to  the  Intermountain  Northwest  region. 
Other  interested  sellers  in  the  Intermountain  Northwest  region 
followed  with  announcements  of  similar  price  import. 

On  April  2  another  beet  sugar  processor  in  the  Pacific  Coast 
region  followed  with  the  .20  cent  per  pound  increase  in  the  quoted 
price  for  the  basis  pack  already  announced  by  others  but  extended 
the  period  during  which  orders  would  be  accepted  at  the  pre- 
announcement  prices  until  close  of  business  April  30.  Other  inter- 
ested sellers  in  the  region  followed  with  announcements  of  similar 
prices  and  terms. 

A  beet  sugar  processor  announced  on  March  24  that  in  desig- 
nated parts  of  the  Chicago-west  sales  territory,  on  a  day-to-day  basis, 
effective  April  1  ,  the  quotation  for  industrial  sugars  packed  in  100- 
pound  bags  would  be  10.30  cents  per  pound.  On  April  3,  a  cane 
sugar  refiner  announced  that  in  view  of  announced  and  unannounced, 
competitive  activity  in  the  Chicago-west  region,  retroactive  to  April 
1,  1970,  the  list  price  for  100-pound  bags  of  granulated  sugar  would 
be  10.55  cents  per  pound.  Most  other  sellers  in  the  Chicago-  west 
sales  region  are  quoting  the  basis  pack  at  10.85  cents  per  pound. 
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Shown  below  are  the  price  quotations  as  of  April  20 ,  by  regions, 
for  refined  sugar  sold  at  wholesale  in  the  basis  pack--  100 -pound 
paper  bags.  Significant  variations  between  actual  and  quoted  prices 
may  be  found  in  certain  regions  reflecting  competitive  conditions 
peculiar  to  these  regions.

The  U.  S.  average  retail  price  for  refined  sugar  sold  in  5- pound 
paper  bags  during  February  was  12.58  cents  per  pound,  up  from 
12.54  cents  in  January  and  up  from  12.20  cents  during  February 
1969. 


The  price  quotation  for  raw  sugar,  duty  paid  and  delivered  to 
New  York,  as  established  by  the  spot  committee  of  the  New  York 
Coffee  and  Sugar  Exchange,  averaged  7.90  cents  per  pound  during 
March,  down  from  7.96  cents  in  February  and  up  from  7.76  cents 
during  March  1969.  For  the  period  January  through  March  1970,  the 
price  has  averaged  7.99  cents  per  pound  compared  with  7.71  cents 
during  these  months  last  year.  After  starting  1970  at  8.00  cents  per 
pound,  the  quotation  rose  during  January  to  8.18  cents  where  it 
remained  during  the  period  January  22-28.  On  January  29,  the 
quotation  declined  to  8.0  5  cents  and  continued  to  decline  during 
February  reaching  7.90  cents  per  pound  on  February  18.  It  remained 
at  that  price  through  April  22.  This  compares  with  a  quotation  of 
7.79  cents  per  pound  on  April  22  last  year  and  an  average  for  the 
April  1-22  period  of  7.80  cents. 


Cane  sugar  production  in  Hawaii  as  of  April  11,  1970  totaled 
243,400  short  tons,  96°  basis  compared  with  103,128  tons  last  year 
when  a  strike  had  closed  down  23  of  the  sugar  plantations  from 
February  15  through  March  21.  Production  of  sugar  through  April 
13,    1968  amounted  to  215,784  tons,   96°  basis. 
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Production  of  cane  sugar  in  Puerto  Rico  through  April  12,  1970 
amounted  to  305,910  tons,  about  35,000  tons  more  than  through  the 
comparable  date  last  year.  While  sugar  production  so  far  this  year  is 
ahead  of  last  year,  the  yield  of  sugar  per  ton  of  cane  has  averaged 
8.003  percent  compared  with  9.000  percent  through  this  date  last 
year.  The  reduced  yield  has  resulted  from  a  higher  trash  content  of 
the  cane  due  in  part  to  unfavorable  weather  during  harvest  and  in  part 
togreateruse  of  mechanical  harves  ters  because  of  a  shortage  of  cane 
cutters  . 

The  price  quotation  for  World  sugar  (contract  No.  8  of  the  New 
York  Coffee  and  Sugar  Exchange)  averaged  3.44  cents  per  pound  in 
March,  up  from  3.23  cents  in  February  and  down  from  3.70  cents 
during  March  1969. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  consumption  of  sugar  has  been  rising 
rapidly  in  Japan  due  in  part  to  the  elimination  first  of  dulcin  and 
later  of  cyclamates  .  The  synthetics  had  represented  a  much  larger 
percentage  of  sweetener  consumption  in  that  country  than  in  the 
United  States  .

cane. The  determination  continues  the  provisions 
of  the  prior  determination  except  that  for  the  first 
time  processors  may  adopt  the  "direct  cane 
analysis"  method  of  sugarcane  evaluation  and  also 
may  use  the  "core  sampler"  to  obtain  samples  from 
sugarcane  deliveries  for  the  purpose  of  deter- 
mining the  amount  of  trash  and  extraneous 
material  in  the  delivery ,  provided  the  sample  weighs 
at  least  20  pounds  .  The  changes  are  not  expected 
to  alter  the  rate  at  which  producers  and 
processors  share  in  the  returns  from  sugar 
and  molasses.

April   14,  Announced  the  fair  and  reasonable  wage  require- 

1970  ments  for  sugarbeet  work  in  all  producing  areas 

effective  April  27,  1970. 

The  determination  inc reas es  the  minimum  time  rate 
10  cents  per  hour--from  $1.65  to  $1  .  7  5  .  Minimum 
piecework  rates  are  increased  by  amounts  ranging 
from  $0  .  50   to  $1.25  per  acre.    The  new  rates  are 
$12.75  for  thinning;  $16.50  for  hoeing;  $20  . 00  for

April  14,  hoe-trimming;  and  $10.50  for  weeding.  The  rate 

1970  (cont'd)  for  blocking  and      thinning,    applicable  only  in 

California,  is  increased  $1.50  per  acre  to  $28.00. 

Piecework  rates  for  hand  labor  operations  not 
specified  in  the  determination  may  be  agreed  upon 
by  the  producer  and  worker,  provided  the  worker's 
aver  age  hourly  earnings  equal  or  exceed  the  $1.75 
hourly  minimum  rate .  (See  April  17,  1970  Federal 
R  egister) . 


April  15,  Removal  of  acreage      restrictions    on  1970-crop 

1970  sugarbeet  plantings  was  announced  today  by  the  U. 

S.   Department  of  Agriculture.    This  action,  USDA 
officials  said,  recognizes   the  continued  lessening 
of  sugar  recovery  from   1969-crop  sugarbeets  ,as 
well  as  some  downward  estimates   of  plantings  for 
1970. 

Producers  now  can  plant  as  many  1970-crop 
sugarbeets  as  they  wish.  Howe  ver  ,  USDA  .pointed 
out  that  a  producer  cannot  afford  to  plant  more 
beets  than  a  factory  will  contract  to  receive.

April   17,  Announced  a  revision  of    the     preliminary  sugar 

1970  marketing    allotments     for     mainland  cane  sugar 

processors . 

This  amendment  increases  the  allotments  estab- 
lished for  11  processors  and  reduces  those 
established  for  nine  processors  as  compared  to 
those  initially  determined  on  Jan.  1,  1970.  The 
revised  allotments  reflect  changes  in  Jan.l,  1970 
effective  inventories  of  sugar  based  on  end  of 
harvest  data  for  1969  crop  sugar.  (See  April  ZZ , 
1970  Federal  Register). 


April   17,  Announced  that  a  public  hearing  to  determine  the 

1970  method  of  allotting  the  full   1970   sugar  quota  for 

the  Mainland  Cane  Sugar  Area  (S.R.   814)  will  be 
held  on  May  ZZ,    1970,   beginning  at  10:00  a.m., 
e.d.t.,    in  the  Eden  Roc  Hotel,     Miami  Beach, 
Florida . 


Allotment  of  the  quota  is  necessary  to  provide 
each  processor  of  mainland  sugarcane  an  equit- 
able opportunity  to  market  sugar  within  the  1970 
quota. 

Preliminary  allotments  of  a  portion  of  the  1970 
quota  are  currently  in  effect  pending  establish- 
ment of  allotments  for  the  full  calendar  year
